GEN. MILES' REPORT.

He Urgea an Appropriation for Mobllizing
Troops at the World's Falr,

Gen. Miles, commanding the department of
the Missouri, in his annual report to the War
Department says: The inspection reports from
different posts show that the troops are in a
state of disciplire and efficicney and are
propeily drilled and instructed. One hundred
and thirty-five essays on professional subjects

were read Dby officers during the year,
followed in many instances by dis-
cussion of the subject treated.

value in stimulating professional zeal and am-
bition. During the year no Indian disturb-

£1,500,000 should be appropriated to dtn.m-
portation, camp ex equipments and other
ex oonnoatec[ with {huncnmpmant.

Miles touches in brief upon the couriers on
bicyeles in the army and the experiment made
in carrying messages from Chicago to New
York, which experiment, he says, proved con-
clusively that the bicycle will in the future
